Govt. Crop Report 


(Issued by Dopt. of Ay ciculture; 
Edmonten, August 4, 1928) 


Wheat cutting will be fairly 
general in all sections of the 
province by August 20, accord- 


ling to telegraphic reports ré- 


ceived on Friday by the De- 
partment of Agriculture tor the 
seventh fortnightly crop report 
of the season. Wheat is filling 
well under the influence of the 
intermittent showers aud warm 
weather since the last report 
and early sown tields are turn- 
ing color rapidly, Hurvesting 
ot fall wheat has started in 
some southern districts anda 
very satistactory yield is re- 
ported, although this was af- 
fected to some eXtent by the 
unnosual drought during the 
month of Muay. 

A yood deal of the Fall rye 
crop is in stook, and a goca 
average yield is expected when 
this 1s threshed. Heavy stands 
of outs and barley are reported, 
and harvesting of these grains 
will be general during the faust 
week in Angust 

Limited areas through the 
central and southern parts of 
the province have been visited 
by damayiny hail storms during 
the pust ten days but the in- 
jury to crops from this source 
is considerably less then at the 
sume date last year. ‘The 1928 
crop has been particularly free 
from the attacks of insect and 
disease pests, : 

Cutting of early wheat has 
commenced in:some districts in 
the Peace River and later crops 
are receiving the benefit of 
good rains which are expected 
to bring the yield of both wheat 
and coarse grains fully up to 
the average,

Second Interim Payment 


As announced by our Central 
Selling Agency, Winnipeg, a 
second interim, payment on de- 
liveries to 1927-28 Pool is being 
distributed under date of July 
28th to our Alberta Wheat 
Pool members, Obeques totual- 
ling approximately nine millicn 
dollars are being mailed Satur- 
day, July 28th, and will include 
payment on deliveries reported 
to the Pool by elevator com- 
panies to June 30th, and upon 
coupons reaching the Pool « flice 
to July 10th, A second issue of 
cheques covering Jater deliver- 
ies, as well as recent coupons, 
will go forward during the next 
two weeks. 

Spreads estimated at the 
commencement of the season 
have been adjusted by our 
Central Svllipy Agency in this 
present interim payment, ac- 
cording to the selling spreads 
of each grade of wheat, with 
the result thut payment varies 
considerably on different grad- 
es. In previous years these 
spreads have been adjusted in 
our final payment. 

From this second interim 
payment made by our Central 
Selling Agency, total of tc, a 
bushel has been retained from 
each grade by the Alberta Pool, 
of which 2c is for the purpose 
ot Elevator Reserve, and tur. 
ther 2c to cover Commercial Re- 
serve and operating costs. 
Amount of 2c. retained for 
Commercial Reserve and oper- 
ating costs can only be estimat- 
ed at this date, and it is antici- 
pated that the amount retained 
for these purposes will be gin 
excess of actual requirements, 
and any such sufplus will be 
included and distributed along 
with any tinal payment which 
may be available to our grow- 
ers, following close of 1927-28 
Pool.

“Here are the frontiers of the 
Fatherland. From this point Wwe 
have driven the barbarian language, 
laws and arts.” 

One word, however, 1s understood 
to huve been changed, namely, “har- 
barian” into “foreigner.” 

It is declared in Vienna that the 
Italian minister of education, Signor 
Fedele, resigned because Premier 
Mussolini desired to alter the word- 
ing of the original inscription.

Building Up Forests 


Seed Collecting In B.C, Has Become 
Invaluable Industry 

One of the largest seed extraction | 
plants in North America is maintain- 
ed at New Westminster, British | 
Columbia, by the Forest Service of | 
the Canadian Government Depart- 
ment of the Interior. Here, in good 
seed years, thousands of sacks of 
cones of Sitka spruce, western yel-! 
low pine, Douglas fir, western red 
cedar, western hemlock and_ other 
trees, are brought in by steamer, 
rail, motor truck and wagon, The 
cones are dried and the seed thresh- 
ed, cleaned, bagged and boxed or 
sealed in containers for shipment to 
various parts of the world. 

The motive prompting the estab- 
lishment of this plant in 1921 was the | 
desire of the Canadian Government 
to assist the Imperial Forestry Com- 
mission to reforest certain areas in} 
the British Isles denuded during the! 
war years, Experience has shown that 
many Canadian trees, particularly 
the Douglas fir and Sitka spruce of! 
the British Columbia coast, do well 
in Great Britain, 

The work of seed collecting, from 
a small beginning in 1917, has grown 
to large proportions and today ig as-

Representing 20,000 Canadian 
teachers, Dr. BE. A. Hardy, of Toron- 
to, president of the Canadian Teach- 
ers’ Federation, brought greetings 


| from Canada to the National Educa- 


tion Association, of the United 
States, in annual convention at Min- 
neapolis, under Miss Cornelia Adair, 
of Richmond, Va., national president. 
Dr. Hardy stressed the achievements 
of Canada and the important part 
played by the teaching profession, 
which in the dominion maintained a 
uniformly high standard under the 
rigid supervision of the provincial 
education departments. 

“Speaking as a Canadian, it seem- 
ed to me fitting that I should try to 
express to you, though in the briefest 
way, the outstanding features of 
Canada and Canadian life and the 
relations of the Canadian teachers 
to that national life,” Dr. Flardy 
said, 

“There are certain characteristics 
of Canada which I would note. First, 
the high standards of life, material 
and spiritual. Thanks to our natural 
resources, agricultural and mineral, 
rich beyond the dreams of the wild- 
est imagination, and to the marvel- 
lous development of these resources, 
our people live in a general comfort 


;and prosperity, unequalled anywhere 


except in the United States. On the

deep and vital. In her general stand- 
ards of life, both material and spir-

“Second, Canada _ is land 
democracy.

Dr. Hardy explained the dominion's 
position in the British Empire of 
which it was proud to be a member, 
and continued: ‘Internationally we 
are taking our place, One of our 
greatest Canadians was a member of 
the small group who made the Leagua 
of Nations and gave it Its constitu- 
tion, Canada has been a member of 
the League of Nations from the first. 
A Canadian has been President of 
the Assembly of the League, and 
Canada is now admitted to the inner 
circle group, the council of the 
League..

With asbestos armor and tools 
men can fight even a flaming oil 
well. The messenger dogs of forest 
rangers in California are clad in as- 
bestos coats to defy timber fires. 
The material, fibrous and crystalline, 
elastic and brittle, heavy as rocie in 
its crude state, yet as light as thistle- 
down when treated mechanically, has 
withstood the heat and 
pressure of volcanic fires and earth 
adjustment, apparently without al- 
teration. 

Changes in temperature cannot 
make it expand or contract. Since 
the carth was in its infancy these 
veins of silky fibres have survived 
when the hardest rock has worn or 
melted away.

Dr. Wallace Of Manitoba Has Ex- 
cepticaal Attainments 

Dr. R. C. Wallace, whose appoint- 

ment to the presidency of the Uni- 


versity of Alberta was officially an- 
nounced recently, is at present head 
,of the department of mineralogy and 
geology of Manitoba University and 
commissioner of mines vor the prov- 
ince, 

A man of exceptional erudition, 
Dr. Wallace came to Canada in 1910 
from Scotland. In that year he be- 
came lecturer in geology and miner- 
alogy and was appointed professor 
in that department. 

He was born in Orkney, Scotland, 
and educated in Deerness Public 
School, Kirkwall Burgh School, 
Edinburgh University, where he ob- 
tained his first three degrees.in 1901, 


1907 and 1912, respectively, ~ and 
Goettingen University, where he 
graduated with a Ph.D. degree in 
1907, 

In 1918 he was appointed commis- 
‘sioner for Northern Manitoba with 
headquarters at The Pas, Man. a 


position he held until 1921 when he 


was appointed a member of the board 
of trustees of *the provincial library 


and museum. 
Dr. Wallace was eleeted vice-, 
president of the Canadian institute 


of mining and metallurgy and a fel- 
low of the Mineralogical Society of 
America. He is also a Fellow of the 
Royal Society of Canada and of the 
Geological Society, Lonaon. 

In the midst of his arduous teach- 
ing, exploration and field work Dr. 
Wallace has found time to write 
copiously of the subjects in which he 
has earned fame.

The culmination of this eventful 
day in Denmark's capital, was ayre- 
ception and high tea at the house of 
Mr. EF. Millington Drake, the British 
Charge d’Affaires, where, as co- 
hosts with him, we enterta’‘ned Mr. 
Madsen Mygdal, the Danish Prime 
Minister, and other representative 
Danes, Sickness prevented the ex- 
pected appearance of Prince Axel. 
who sent, however, message of 
greeting to the visitors. 
The speeches of the Charge d’Af- 
faires, the Prime Minister and our 
leader, Mr. Arkell, during this de- 
lightful evening, were broadcast and 
heard all over Denmark, as we found 
out later in the tour. This was the 
first broadcast in Denmark from a 
private house. Never before had we 
found ourselves co-partners, on for- 
eign soil, with the official representa= 
tive of the British Empire and never 
did we feel more proud of that Em- 
pire and Canada’s share in it. 

On our second morning we were 
away by 8.30 to visit the 125-acre 
farm of Mr. Carl Jensen en route to 
the Langager Co-operative Dairy, a 
typical small dairy serving about 150 
farmers, where we found a warm 
welcome and a friend of Canada, the 
manager, Mr. Larsen, having a son, 
Mr. Axel Larsen, in Winnipeg. At. 
Mr. Jensen's farm we were introduced 
to Danish red cattle and a splendid 
example of the better class Danish 
farm house, more like the home of a 
retired gentiman than that of a 
farmer actively engaged upon his 
land. We had been told that the re- 
naissance of Danish agriculture be- 
gan with the break-up of the Danish 
villages and the placing of the farm- 
er’s house upon his farm. And here 
was an excellent example of the 
change, which has given to the Dan- 
ish countryside a picturesqueness and 
character all its own. 

Our next stop was Frederikssund 
Bacon Factory, a co-operative con- 
cern formed thirty-three years ago 
with a supply of 300 pigs a week. It 
now has a weekly supply of 2,500 
pigs, handles eggs from 8,000 poultry 
farmers and has paid off all loans in- 
curred in the building and re-building 
of the factory. As we saw the live 
pigs coming in te the factory we 
were astonished at their uniformity, 
but still more at the uniformity of 
the bacon sides which they produced, 
a tribute to the educational work 
that has been done among the farm- 
ers. It. was interesting to observe, 
however, that at the time of our vis- 
it only 20 per cent. of the sides were 
grading No, 1, 45 per cent. No, 2, and 
35 per cent. No. 3. In the summer the 
number of firsts runs somewhat 
higher, up to 25 and 30 per cent. but 
the grading is very close indeed. 

We were fortunate in meeting the 
director of the factory, Mr. F. L. 
Sieck, who has been in charge since 
its inception. He is probably the best 
informed man in Denmark in the ba- 
con business. He is secretary of the 
committee which meets weekly to fix 
the prices to be paid for hogs by the 
bacon factories throughout the coun- 
try, and chairman of the committes 
which fixes the prices to be paid for 
eggs by those bacon factories hand- 
ling them, It is worth noting that 
Mr. Larsen, presiden of the factory, ”

to make less than $5,090 net profit 
from his own farm. His worst year! 
showed a net profit of $2,000. |

We believe we 
found it that afternoon, when Dr. 
Frederik Begtrup spoke to us on the 
Danish Folk High School. Here was 
a school attended, in winter, by young 
men, and in summer by women in the 
adolescent period, a school free from 
inspection, where examinations are 
unknown, a type of school which is 
often owned by an individual, but 
where supported in part by State 
funds, is nevertheless in no way ans- 
wefable to the State as to its curri- 
culum, What object could there be 
in such a school? Here is the answer: 
Schools like these do not exist for 
the inpouring of knowledge, but for 
the development of understanding. 
The fare at schools such as these is 
plain, the life Spartan. The pupils 
rise at 6.45, The masters are fired by 
high patriotism and high ideals. 
Waken the soul of the young man 
and woman, says the Folk High 
School, and there will result percep- 
tion of the deeper values of life 
which will stand the pupil in good 
stead in all the crises of life. The 
practical values need not then be 
stressed, but will be understood and 
appreciated in their natural relation, 


If then co-operation has_ arisen 
among the Danish people, it has 
grown of itself, not because it 


was stressed but because it seemed 
the natural solution to the problem 
that existed. Whatever may be for- 
gotten in the memories of the trip 
or grow less defined, it is certain that 
the spirit of the Folk High School 
will be remembered. Mr. Begtrup re- 
vealed himself as the personification 
of the teacher who is born, whose 
heart and soul are in his work, and 
whose wok wili live when he and 
his are gone.

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THE WONDERS OF RADIUM 
Although Widely Used it Is Still 

Something Of a Mystery 
When medical men first used ra- 

dium in surgery, our knowledge of 
that uncanny element was the 
slightest. Even now, when so much 
can be achieved by its aid, this ra- 
dio-active body (so called because of 


the radiations it is perpetually throw- 
ing off), is something of a mystery. 


of 


It is continually firing off the 
atoms of which it is composed—a 


kind of non-stop high explosive in 
miniature, It takes twenty-five years 
for one per cent. of a radium mass 
to disintegrate. Therefore the radio 
activity of a pure radium prepara- 
tion continues for an average of 2,- 
500 years, and when it can disinteg- 
rate or break down no further it ends 
its days, so to speak, as a lump of 
lead. 

This wonderful element occurs in 
small quantities in certain mineral 
deposits, of which the richest are in 
the Belgian Congo. 

In its metallic state, radium is a 
| pure white metal which changes 
| quickly when exposed to air and re- 
acts with water. Hence, for curative 
purposes, it is always prepared and 
used in the form of a salt, usually 
as bromide of radium. 

The use of radium as curative 
agent was discovered by accident. A 


a 


| French scientist put some tubes con- 


taining radium in his pocket and car- 
ried them about with him for some 
when he discovered that his 
skin was burnt. This suggested the | 
use of radium radiations to kill cer- 
tain living cells or tissues considered 


| harmful to man. But medical reports 


on these results were confusing. Ac- 
curate details of the nature of the 
disease treated, the method of appli- 
cation, and the dosage used were 
lacking. Doctors could not with con- 
fidence recommend its use, so it fell 
into disrepute. 

Then the Medical Research Coun- 
cil took the matter up and made an 
extended and co-ordinated inquiry 
into the medical uses of radium, es- 
pecially in cancer and kindred dis- 
eases. The results of their work are 
to be seen in the vastly improved 
methods of applying radium today.

Machine To Be Accommodated | 


Every municipality from coast to) 
coast has the matter of building an | 
airport. under consideration or has | 
completed arrangements for an air-) 
port. Letters reaching Canadian | 
Aviation indicate that adequate pro-| 
visions for the expansion which will| 
be necessary within a very short 
time have in many cases been neg- 
lected. 

Municipal officials should be ad- 
vised that landing field suitable 
for instruction planes and even for 
small transport machines will be to- 
tally inadequate for the accommoda- 
tion of the large type of machines 
which will constitute the standard 
equipment of the large air trans- | 
portation companies. | 

A city with landing facilities un- | 
suitable for this type of machine) 
cannot be included in the plans now 
under consideration by the transport | 
companies. Inadequate landing fa- 
cilities will just as surely prevent a, 
municipality from being included as

Captain James A. Murry, cap- 
tain of the ship, is seen holding the 
horse’s head. He was later Com- 
modore-Captain of the ‘‘Empress 
of Britain’’, and other steamships 
of the Canadian Pacific fleet, after 
the Elder Dempster Line was taken 
over by them. He was killed in 
the great Halifax explosion during 
the Great War. 

The Boer War involved exciting 
adventures for the ten year old 
boy. He was on board as guest of 
the captain at the time the war 
broke out, and the vessel was im- 
pressed into Government service 
as a horse transport. They sailed 
for Cape Town with a load of 
horses, expecting to return to 
Liverpool and the regular run

The boat was ordered 
off elsewhere, however, and not 
until a year and a halfhad elapsed 
did the lad return to his home, by 
that time a seasoned mariner, 

On one occasion during the time 
they were on war service, the men 
went on strike, and the ‘‘Mount 
Royal’ put into Barbados, 
where the whole crew were placed 
under arrest, and a black one 
temporarily substituted. The
